the recent uprising in the Northwest, as they 
have no affiliations with the French half-breeds 
or Indians, but form a little community bv them ­ 
selves. 
As voy ag ers they are uueq uaied and 
are the happiest being s I ever saw. 
They do 
not take kindly to life in villag es or towns, and 
are fast moving away before the advance of 
civilization, but I fear that those who take their 
place will not have their virtues.

ta u g ht one the ne ce ssity of a tte nd ing to them . 
Lot ua take it for granted that th(.‘ question of 
churches, achoola, the 
gent'ral spirit of the 
town. an<l the quality of future neighbors, has 
been determ ined as thoroughly as possible. 
Each one is an esaential factor in m aking up the 
exterior atm osphere of the home, the im palpa­ 
ble atm osphere in which the soul m ust br-.:athe, 
and in w hich it pines if the conditions are viti­ 
ated. 
T here comea then the (jnestion, <piito as 
vital and essential, as to what portion we cjin 
secure of Kunshine, pu re air, pu re water, pe r­ 
fect drainage. 
In fact neither })ure air nor puji o 
water can be, w ithout pcrfect drainage ; and not 
a storio m u st bo laid in ou r foumlatioii until 
wc have examined 
carefully and thorOugldv 
every characteristic of 
the* “ lot” on which 
ou r house m uat sta nd 
If there is even the 
faintest suspicion that the ground ia naturally 
wet, that hidden apringa mav l)o there, or even 
a pool of standing w ater underground, the first 
essential ia a clean outli-t, which will under- 
drain the lot a foot and a half below the bottinu 
of the cellar. 
T his outlet having been found, 
drain-tiles two or throe inches in diam eter m ust 
be laid u nder the entire house, and for aeveral 
feet around it. 
(’over these with a foot or two 
of clean gravel or sand, and no seastm liowever 
w'ct can make thia aj)Ot anything but dry. 
A 
cut-otT, or trcuch, about the house will aîso be 
necesaary, a foot wide, reaching down to the 
drain-tiles, and filled nearly full Avith coarse 
or sm all stonea. 
Grade the surface of the 
grouinl tow ard the trench, and all surface- 
watc 
m ay be 
caught here and drained olT 
through the tiles, 
if the expense of these is 
too great, it is poasiblo to substitute small 
stonea, covereil with a layer of atraw before the 
sand is added.

and a<lopt to your apecial needs one of the 
m any to he found in auch books as Comstoc k’a 
‘‘(Mieap Housea,” or the admirald» ; designs of 
E. (’.G ardener, or of other arcliitects working in 
the sam e <lirection. 
'J’hen let the conviction 
become a part of the builder, that if there can 
be but two good room s in the house, these 
rooms should be, not parlor and dining room, 
but kitchen and sitting room or keeping rotun, 
or family room —any name preferred, 
ho long as 
it is « ('ttlcd that H})ace and com ort, aunaliine 
ami air, belong to the part of the houae tliat 
nnist bo moat used. 
Often tlio parlor and what 
is called the main part of the liouae consume all 
the money and the kitchen fares as it can, being 
finished I with odds and ends, and lacking in 
every real essestial. 
In the m idst of the appa­ 
rently insoluble servant problem , every woman 
is likeh' tc have soaaons of being her own eo<>k; 
and in any case, even with fairly 
good 
se r­ 
vants, ov(u-aeeing them ia easenlial. 
T’he kitch­ 
en (tught, if possible, to have windowa on op- 
jiosite sides, that a current of air m ay bo ad- 
niitted when uticessary, and bo separated from 
dining o r aittiug-room by a passage way, 
ho 
tliat odors of cooking may have less cliance of 
entering than wlien the door opens from room 
to room. 
What constitutes com lort in a kitcli- 
en the w riter would gladly atate were more 
space allowed, but it can only be said, tliat here, 
as in every other room, the jiersimal needs of 
the family m u st (h'termine the nu m ber and

conveniences employed. 
A bundant cloaet-room, store room, well liglited, 
and light and sunsliino everyw here, planned

witli intelligiuit care, are airessontia s. 
Jjet the 
sunny room s be the living-rooma.

sional guest can far better tliapense with it than 
those who m ust go throug h ¡hi.') days of each 
year in the samo place.

In sum m er it is prac­ 
tically an extra room ; in winter the children can 
utilize it aa playground or the invalid for exer­ 
cise; and it would be wi-ll if aj» ortion could be 
carried up to the aecond tloor and i'orm a sunny 
space wln.-re bed<ling cordd air ail winter, and a 
sun-bath be ]>oasibIe for the children.
